Th is is said to be $55.000 or 
$3,000 more than is paid to t.he 
P re s i­ 
dent of United States. 
The peculiar* 
ity of M r. 
H ays’ 
mental equipment 
which enables him to command this 
splendid income is well illustrated by a 
certain bunch of old letters reposing in 
the pigeonhole of the desk of an offic­ 
ial who was a subordinate to M r Hays 
when the latter was G eneral M anager 
of the W abash road. 
Some of thtse 
epistles are only two or three lines in 
length, but not one of 
them 
is 
too 
short to contain a sentence of official 
commendation of a kind calculated to 
stir the heart of the most iuditTerer.t 
subordinate. 
The ab ility to bestow 
approval w ith the same discernment 
and promptness with which 
he metes 
out criticism is held to be tbe secret of 
his phenomenal success. 
His complete demonstration of re* 
m arkable abilities for 
harm onizing 
conflicting interests and attracting 
a 
large, popular and loyal following was 
made as V ice President and G eneral 
M anager of the Grand 
Trunk 
lino. 
H ere ho encountered 
a deep seated 
prejudice against hie 
Yankee origin 
and Am erican 
Methods.

man to directors the road was staunch­ 
ly B ritish . 
Red tape and officialism 
were h ig hly developed in the service. 
There was not, it is said, 
a typ e w rit­

Hays was for a force of stenographers 
and typew riters, and an equipm ent of 
machines for the eutire system.

the most, revolutionary practice which 
he carried into effect on the big C an a­ 
dian road was the “ open door” policy. 
Not only did Mr. Hays keep his own 
door open to all 
who 
had 
legitim ate 
and im portant business, but he also 
saw to it that the doors of the officials 
under him were broadly open 
to the 
public. 
M r. H ays is only forty-four 
years of age and 
was 
born 
in 
Rock 
Island, Illinois.
